With all the hullabaloo over ele- 
Imentary school busing,jittle atten- 
tion has been given to three high 
schools which are operating on a 
Iakeshift basis. 

The school board decided in 
July to close huge portions of 
Galileo and Mission and the entire 
main building of Poly. The three 
schools began the year under the 
onus of being“extremely hazard- 
ous”in case of an earthquake. 

Galileo lost about one-third of 
its building facilities，including 
classrooms for shop， girls" physical 
education, homemaking,math and 
science，Pplus its counseling and 
administrative offices, auditorium， 
and cafeteria. 

The school is now operating on 
double sessions，the first running 
from 7:15 a.m. to 12:15 p.m, and 
the second from I2:30 to 5:25 
p.m. Junior and senior students go 
to _ school in the morming and 
sophormores in the afternoon. 

There is no cafeteria SerVice. 

Galileo had already overflowed 
its main building into nearby Fort 
Mason barracks，and now it must 
spread' its 2,400 students out to 
Marina Junior High and to a newly 
acquired Fort Mason barracks. 

Principal James earny said that 
80-minute class periods have been 
set up in place of the traditional 
40-minute class to save time， He 
said _ that students have to be 


allowed 15 to 20 minutes to walk 
the seven blocks between Marina 
Junior High and Galileo. 

Mission scattered its classeS， 
sending some students to 卫 verett 
Junior High and City College. Poly 
students are relocated throughout 
the city. 

Poly's main building is supposed 
to reopen in October. The 325 
students will then move back in 
until the _ school board decides 
ultimately what to do with the 
building. 

School officials estimate 让 will 
take about two years to rehabili- 
tate Mission and Galileo,， and that 
work on the schools will cost 
approximately $2 million.

The Freedom School in China- 
town is alive and well. Well mean- 
ing that two more Schools have 
been opbened, increasing the num- 
ber to sixz，and a fund drive has 
been sanctioned by the Chinese 
Six Co. 

A committee for the Six Co. and 
members of the Chinese for Quali- 
ty Education were_ out yesterday 
and today to solicit funds to keep 
the school running. 

The school，formerly known as 
the Chinese Community School, is 
an altermative to forced busing for 
integration， Some 2,000 Chinese 
youngsters _ are being kept from 
public schools by their parents as 
a boycott. 

Two more Freedom Schools 
opening this week are the Kin Kuo 
school on Stockton St. and the 
Seventh Day Adventist Church at 
1200 Hyde St. with 780 students 
registered. 

Meanwhile despite optimistic re- 
ports from the School District on 
the _ success of the city's elemen- 
tary school integration plan, many 
parents are still balking at sending 
their -children by bus to distant 


”schools. The school district's high- 


est figure of 72 per cent of the 
total number of elementary chil- 
dren attending school last week 
still leaves close to 14,000 chil- 
dren unaccounted for on the 
School roll books. 

Where are these children?” What 
are they doing? 

School officials have begun in- 
vestigating the absences to deter- 
mine 过 they are due to sickness or 


boycotting. School board attorney 
TIrving Breyer salid students who 
are absent without a ljawfujl reason 
will be reported to a Juvenile 
Court referee beginning this week. 

The State 卫 ducation Code re- 
quires that an elementary child 
attend school for three hours a 
day,， 175 days a year. 

Then，Breyer said，the referee 
Imay issue a clitation to Parents to 
come in and explain their chil- 
dren's absence to aJuvenile Court 
judge. After that，Breyer said，it's 
the Juvenile Court's responsibility 
to determine the parents” offense. 

Many of the childqren absent 
from Public school are attending 
“alternative” schools that are 
cropping up throughout the city. 

Besides the well-publicized com- 
munity schools in_ Chinatown, al- 
ternative schools and “tutoring 
pods”are Springing up in commu- 
nities ranging from the Richmond 
and Sunset districts all the way to 
the “Mission， Potrero 了 Hill，and 
Geneva- 上 xcelsior districts， 

Because of the grass-roots nature 
of their origin, no one knows for 
Sure _ exactly how 了 亚 any Such 
schools there are or how many 
children are involved. 

Some of the new schools have 
recruited credentialed teachers 
from the School District，while 
others rely on interested Parents. 

Many of the alteinative schools 
meet in Private homes since 3 
singel dwelling meets the required 
buildqing code standards for a 
school 让 it houses ten children or 


less.

Mr. Lee, 40, arrived in San Fran- 
cisco_ recent from Hong 玉 ong， 
where he had owned his own engi- 
neering firm.Unable to speak Eng- 
lish fluently and bewildered by 
the new surroundings，he mis- 
takenjly told the United States Im- 
migration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice that he wished to enter this 
country as a skjlled or unskilled 
worker rather than as a mnember of 
a profession. 

He was admitted as a skilled 
laborer and was required to report 
to work in Dallas. 

Then Mr. Lee refused to go to 
Dallas. He said that he wanted to 
remain in San Francisco. The mat- 
ter was SO serious that there was 3 
likelihood that Mr. Lee could be 
deported. 

Erustrated and frightened，Mr. 
Lee contacted the Chinese New- 
comers Service Center，an agency 
which receives a_ grant from the 
United Crusade. 

The counselor there immediately 
put Mr.Lee in touch with a lawyeT 
specializing in immigration mat- 
ters. To make sure there would be 
no_further misunderstanding，the 
counselor also acted as interpreter. 
Then it was carefully explained to 


Mr.Lee thathe had Ilegally entered 


the U.S. as a skilled or unskilled 
worker and that it was mandatory 
for him to report to Dallas. 
Clearly understanding the situa- 
tion，Mr. Lee was willing to go to 


Dallas. He reported to an engineer- 


上 


ing company there that hired him 
as a technician. 

A few weeks later Mr. Lee's wife 
and two children came to 9an 
Francisco。 They telephoned the 
Chinese Newcomers Service from 
the airport and asked for help 问 
finding a place to live, as Mr- Lee 
had not yet found a suitable Place 
in Dallas. 

The Chinese Newcomers Service 
helped the Lees find an apartment 
in Chinatown. It also placed the 
children in school. A home-visiting 
team，composed of other immi- 
grants，vVisited the family periodi- 
cally and gave them orientation 
sessions on what to expect in the 
United States， 

In a few months the wife and 
children joined Mr. Lee in Dallas. 
Theyhad lostmuch of their appre- 
hension about their new country-.

SACRAMENTITO 一 The State 
Board of Education on Sept. 9 re- 
fused to adopt new social science 
textbooks and created a task force 
to expunge what was described as 

.racism，ethnic distortions and mis-， 
statements about minorities in 
American history. 

The issue before the board was 
the question of the books”com- 
pliance with the State 卫 ducation 
Code. Under the _ California law， 
Sections 8553，8576，9002，and 
9305 of the State 了 Education Code 
the teaching of the _ contributions 
and role of ethnic minorities is re- 
quired. 

Because of budget cutbacks by 
Governor Reagan，the issue was 
brought into .sharp focus。The 
board could Provide a basic text- 
book and no supplements; and 
yet，at the same time，the Social 
Science Subcommittee of the state 
board's Curricutum Commission 
acknowledged the inadequacies of 
the basic books with regard to 
ethnic minorities. 

The subcommittee felt thebasic 
texts were the best of those sub-， 
mitted for adoption，but also 
recommended that the books be 
reVviewed by a task force. 

Ronald Hirano, JACL education 
director,， of Los Angeles 一 and the 
only Asian American testifying 
against adoption of any of the so- 


cial studies textbooks scheduled - 


for delivery in September，1972， 
hailed the decision.
